SPONTANEOUS COMBUSTION OF THE HUMAN 
BODY. 

Among the fearful and horrid consequences, which 
sometimes result from a free and constant use of ar¬ 
dent spirits, is combustion of the human body. The 
idea that the whole texture of the human frame may 
lie so filled with alcohol, as to become inflammable, 
ignite, and consume, is so marvellous that the fact 
has been doubted, until proof of the most irrefraga¬ 
ble nature lias been produced. Professor Silliman, 
than whom better authority cbuld not be cited, free¬ 
ly admits that such an event is not inconsistent with 
the laws of chemistry. He says, “ The entire body 
having become saturated with alcohol, absorbed into 
all its tissues, become highly inflammable, as indi¬ 
cated by the vapor which reeks from the breath and 
lungs of a drunkard. This vapor, doubtless highly 
alcoholic, may take fire, and then the body slowly 
consume.” 

Dr. Good says of the wonderful malady, that ex¬ 
amples of its existence, and of its leading to a g- 
nition and fatal combustion, are so numerous and 
well authenticated, and press upon us from so many 
different countries and eras, that it would be absurd 
to withhold our assent. The effects produced are 
various—the combustion being sometimes partial, 
and sometimes qomplete—but in almost every in¬ 
stance producing dreadful death. In some cases the 
whole body is consumed, and nothing is left to tell 
the dreadful tale, but a heap of fetid ashes, and a 
few of the calcined bones. 

A case is recorded by Fontenelle, of two wo¬ 
men, one aged 66, and the other 90, and both immo¬ 
derately addicted to the use of ardent spirits, who 
were destroyed in this horrid manner, while in bed 
together, at the same time—and the fire is supposed 
to have been communicated by a lighted pipe. A 
singular case is related by Dr. Schofield, of the pro¬ 
vince of Upper Canada, which I shall relate in his 
own words: 

' ‘ It was’the case of a young man, about twenty- 
five years of age; he had been an habitual drinker 
for many years. I saw him about 9 o’clock, on the 
evening on which it happened. He was then as 
usual, not drunk, but full of liquor. About 11 o’¬ 
clock, the same evening, I was called to see him. I 
found him literally roasted from the crown of his 
head to the soles of his feet. He was found in a 
blacksmith’s shop, just across the way from where 
he had been. The owner, all on a sudden, disco¬ 
vered an extensive light in his shop, as though the 
building was in one general flame. He ran with the 
greatest precipitancy, and on flinging open the door, 
discovered a man standing erect in the midst of a 
widely-extended silver-colored blaze, bearing, as he 
described it, exactly the appearance of the wick of a 
candle in the midst of its own flame. He seized 
him by the shoulder and jerked him to the door, 
upoD which the flame was instantly extinguished. 

“ There was no fire in the shop, neither was there 
any possibility of fire having been communicated to 
him by any external source. This seemed purely a 
case of spontaneous ignition. A general sloughing 
soon came on, and his flesh was consumed, or re¬ 
moved on the dressing, leaving the bones and a few 
of the larger blood-vessels standing. The blood, ne¬ 
vertheless rallied about the heart, and maintained 
the vital spark until the thirteenth day, when he 
died, not only the most loathesome, ill-featured and 
dreadful picture that was ever presented to human 
view—but his shrieks, his cries, and lamentations, 
were enough to rend a heart of adamant. He said 
he was suffering the torments of hell; that he was 
just upon its threshold, and should soon enter its 
dismal caverns; and in this frame of mind he gave 
up the ghost.” 

One cannot but shudder at such an awful termina¬ 
tion to the career of the drunkard. 

An instance of spontaneous combustion is report¬ 
ed to have taken place at Annay, in the department 
of Avalon. A very fat woman, seventy-four years 
old, and addicted to drinking large quantities of very 
strong brandy,- lived alone, and one.evening returned 
home as usual.—but as she did not appear among 
her neighbors the next morning, they knocked at the 
door. .No answer being returned, they summoned 
the mayor, who ordered the door to be forced, which 
exposed a horrid spectacle, accompanied by an ex¬ 
traordinary smell. Near the chimney lay a heap of 
something burnt to cinders, at one end of which 
was a head, a neck, the’upper part of a body, and 
one arm. At the other end, were some of the low¬ 
er parts, and one leg, still retaining a very clean shoe 
and stocking. No other traces of fire were to be 
seen, except a blue flame, which played along the 
surface of a long train of grease, or serous liquor, 
which had been produced by the combustion of the 
body. From the state of the apartment, and com¬ 
parison of circumstances, it was concluded, that pre¬ 
vious to going to bed, for which she had evidently 
been making preparations, the woman had been try¬ 
ing to ignite some embers-with her breath. The 
fire communicating with the body by means of her 
breath, combustion probably took place. 

It is related in a scientific work, that a surgeon, 
who bled an habitually drunken person, accidentally 
put the blood extracted near a candle, when imme¬ 
diately a blue flame appeared on the surface, whieh 
he found extremely difficult to extinguish 1 

When we take into consideration the life-destroy¬ 
ing effects which alcohol produces on the physical 
system—when we reflect that it tends to prostrate 
all the energies of man—reduce his strength, corrupt 
his blood, engender agonizing disease, and abridge 
life—we cannot but wonder at the Obstinacy, the in¬ 
fatuation, the madness, whicji mysteriously urges 
civilized and Christianized men to partake of the fa¬ 
tal draught. * * * * 

It is but natural to supposethatif man was aware 
of the poisonous nature of alcohol, and possessed 
one particle of reason, one spark of moral principle, 
or had any regard to his fame, to his standing in 
life, to his own happiness, or the happiness of oth¬ 
ers, that he would turn away with loathing and dis¬ 
gust from all alcoholic drinks, in any and every shape. 
Experience, however, furnishes a fearful tale in re¬ 
lation to this matter, and teaches us, inexplicable as 
it may seem, that man, possessing superior intelli¬ 
gence and all the attributes of reason, instead of 
shunning these poisonous drinks, because they con¬ 
tain within them the seeds of death, seeks them 
with avidity, as if they possessed the principles of 


of each cask, and the building afterwards fumigated 
with cnlorine, to disengage from the atmosphere 
the noxious exhalations with which it was sur¬ 
charged. The effect was to annul the odor com¬ 
pletely, and to disinfect everything with which the 
poisonous vapor had come in contact. 

During the revolution of the barricades, in July, 
1830, forty-three dead bodies were temporarily de¬ 
posited in the vaults of the church of St. Eustache. 
The circumstance was forgotten in the excitement 
of the occasion, and fifteen days elapsed before the 
fetid exhalations diffused throughout the church, re¬ 
called it to recollection. The use of chlorine ob¬ 
viated all the danger and inconvenience incident to 
their disinterment, and transportation for burial 
through a populous quarter of Paris, in the midst 
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Other experiments are detailed, which prove the 
efficacy of this agent to render tainted provisions as 
wholesome and palatable as before they had expe¬ 
rienced any alteration. 


THE POET’S DOG. 

The manner in which Pope, the great English 
poet, was preserved by the sagacity of his dog, is 


truly remarkable. This animal, who was called 
Marquis, qould never agree with a favorite servant 
of his master’s ; he constantly growled when near 
him, and would even show his teeth when this ser¬ 
vant approached. Although the poet, was singular¬ 
ly attached to this dog—who was a spaniel, of the 
largest species—yet, on account of his extreme 
neatness, which he pushed almost to excess, he 
would never allow him to remain in his chamber. 
Nevertheless, in spite of positive orders, the spaniel 
would frequently sneak, towards evening, into the 
apartment of his master, and could not be driven 
front, it without the greatest difficulty. 

One evening, having slipped very softly in, with¬ 
out being perceived, the animal placed himself un¬ 
der the bed of his master, and remained there.— 
Towards morning, the servant rushed hastily intq 
the chamber of Pope. At this moment, the dbg 
suddenly left his post and leaped on the villain, who 
was armed with a pistol. The poet started from 
his sleep ; he threw open the window to call for 
assistance, and beheld three highwaymen, who had 
been introduced by his servant into the garden of 
his villa, for the purpose of robbing him. Discon¬ 
certed by this unforeseen accident, the robbers hesi¬ 
tated a moment, and then took flight. The servant, 
thus betrayed by the watchful dog, was sentenced 
to forfeit his life. 

The same dog, shortly after this singular event, 
exhibited another proof of his remarkable instinct. 
Pope, reposing one afternoon in a little wood about 
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twelve miles distant from his house, lost a watch 
of great value. On returning home, the poet wished 
to know the hour, and found his watch was not in 
his fob. Two or three hours had elapsed, and a 
violent storm was just commencing. 

The poet called his dog, and making a sign, which 
Marquis very well understood, he said: “1 have 
; lost my watch ; go look for it.” At these words, 
Marquis departed, and repaired, no doubt, to every 
spot at which his master had stopped. It happened 
that the poor animal was so long occupied in the 
search as to cause great anxiety; for midnight had 
arrived, and he had not returned. What was the 
astonishment of Pope, when, on rising in the morn¬ 
ing, he opened his chamber door, and there beheld 
his faithful messenger lying quietly, and holding in 
his mouth the splendid jewel, with which he had 
returned, perfectly uninjured, and which was the 
more highly valued by the poet, as it had been pre¬ 
sented to him by the Queen of England .—Merry’s 
Museum.

PURIFICATION BY CHLORIDES. 

For the discovery and development of the disin¬ 
fecting properties of the chlorides, we are indebted 
to French chemists, and particularly to Professor! 
Labarraque, who many years ago published a valu¬ 
able treatise on the subject. Recently, a more ela¬ 
borate treatise has been published at Paris, by M. 
Lecanu, a distinguished French chemist, describing 
the results of some interesting experiments, made 
“ to render wholesome the atmosphere of districts! 
infected with fetid and poisonous emanations, to di¬ 
vest animal matter in a state of putrefaction of all 
offensive odor, and to purify objects tainted by con¬ 
tact with such matter.” This effect results from a 
process, whereby the vapors or gasses, disengaged 
from organic substances in progress of decay, be¬ 
come decomposed and reduced to their original ele¬ 
ments, completely sweet, and without action on the
